ALTGELD CLAIMS TO BE IGNORANT

In their determination to bring about the 
impeachment of Judge Chetlain the Demo- 
eratic managers of this county wired a strong 
appeal yesterday to Gov. Altgeld; requesting 
him, when he issues his proclamation calling 


the Legislature together in the iiddle of 


June for the purpose of repealing the appor- 
tionment law and the enactment of a-new one, 
to insert a provision for the consideration 
of the impeachment of the Judge. It is said 
geveral messages were exchanged with the 
Governor, and that no little irritation was 
eaused by the apparent’ disposition of the 
Chief Executive of the State to throw cold 
water on the scheme. Several telegraphic 
messages were, however, exchanged with the 
Governor, and it is understood a conference 
was held at Springfield with some of Altgeld’s 
advisers. 

The conference here. in addition to being an 
indignation meeting in reference to the in- 
dietment of several of the party managers, 
was for the purpose of discussing the appor- 
tionment litigation. 

Several of the leading State politicians who 
happened to be in town were consulted, and 
they thought it a capital thing to bring about 
the impeachment at the special session. Sev- 
eral legal lights were instructed to look up 
precedents in legislative bodies regarding the 
impeachment of Judges. It is stated that 
Lyman Trumbull, who was a member of the 
United States Senate at the time the attempt 
was made to impeach President Johnson, was 
usked to discuss the matter. Every man who 
eue the conference sealed his lips against 
all questions, and absolutely denied having 


any knowledge that such a matter was dis- 
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cussed. 


It is understood that the matter was also 


discussed at a conference in the Mayor’s of. 
fice yesterday afternoon, when matters per- 
taining to the grand jury were in order. 

The importance of collecting the evidence 
with Uispatch was one of the features dis- 
cussed at both conferences. Just what al- 
vice Attorney-General Moloney gave could 
not be ascertained, but it is believed he held 
that the Governor could call the Legislature 
together for more than one purpose.

None of the lawyers and politicians seen 
last evenitig could remember of an impeach- 
ment ir this State. There was strong talk of 
impeaching Judge McAllister at the time of 
the trial of Alexander Sullivan for the murder 
of Supt. Hanford, and he was presented with 
a petition signed by over 6,000 citizens re- 
questing his resignation. It was only two 
months later that Judge Meällister's 
rulmg was sustained by two State Su- 
preme Courts, and when his term expired he 
was elected practically without opposition. 
Several Federal Judges have been impeached 
and one or two in the State of New York. 
»The Constitution of Illinois provides in 
reference to impeachments as follows: 
Seel 24, Art. IV.—The House of Repre- 
sentatives shall have the sole-power of im- 
peachment, but a majority of all the members 
elected | must ¢oncur therein. All impeach- 
ments shall be tried by the Senate; and when 
sitting for that purpose the Senators shail 
upon oath or affirmation, do justice ac- 
cording to the. law and evidence.

DEMOCRATIC “HOLD-OVERS” CAUCUS. 


Coterie of State Senators in Conference at 
Springfield. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 23.—[Special. |— 
Senator C. Porter Johnson and Henry Bart- 
ling left Chicago for Springfield at 11 
today on the Alton limited. At Joliet they 
were joined by Senator Moses Solomon and 
at Bloomington Senator Barnes boarded the 
train. When the party got to Springfield it 
met Senator Isaac Craig, Senator Wall, Sen- 
ator Brands, Senator Ford, and Senator 
Leeper. The evening train from the south 
brought Senator James R. Campbell. 

These are all hold-over Democratic Sen- 


ators, eet Ge ting here is. the result of 
a caucu d iu Cb cago a few days ago, at 
which seven of the number were present. 
These seven issued a call asking all the hold- 
over Senators to be in Springfield this day 
and date. With the exception of Reed Green 
and Harry Higbee the entire contingent re- 
sponded to the request. 

After suppertime the party went from the 
Leland over to the St. Nicholas, and from 
thence to the State House, where, in the 
Speaker’s room, it proceeded to deliberate on 
great questions behind closed doors. Most of 
the country members did not know what they 
were brought here for. Some thought the 
Senators were going to take action on the 
Senatorship. Others believed the meeting 
had something to do with the Senatoriai ap- 
portionment. Its real purpose can be stated 
in few words and will be easily understood. 

This is the same party of gentlemen who 
controlled the Democratic side of the Senate 
during the last Generai Assembly. They 
were nearly all first-termers, but believing in 
the power of organization they got themselves 
together and controlled not only the patron- 
age of the Senate but the makeup of the com- 
mittees as well. Remembering the success of 
the last session they are here to agree on 
some concerted plan of action. They believe 
the Democrats will have the control of the 
Upper House in the Legislature, and they 
want the patronage and the committees as 
well. This is the purpose of the meeting 
held here tonight. It was simply to shake 
hands all around and give renewed expres- 
sions of allegience to each other. 

There are enough nominations already 
made in Democratic districts to afford them 
material assistance. It is true some of the 
nc minees are old members of the Senate, but 
the party here tonight hopes to get enough 
recruits to be in the majority in the Demo- 
cratic caucus. Nearly every one of the men 
present is a candidate for the Presidency pro 
tem..of the Senate. This office of itself 
is simply honorary, but conditions have arisen 
in Illinois where it was of the gravest im- 
portance, In case the Governor leaves the 
State during the session of the Legislature 
the Lieutenant-Governor acts in his stead. 
Then the President pro tem. of the Senate 
presideg over the deliberations of this body. 
There are one or twomen whoare pronounced 
candidates for the position, Senator Craig 
wants it, and he wants it badly. Senator 
Reed Green would take it if he could get it, 
and not one of the illustrious party here in 
town would decline it if it were offered him. 

The men have agreed to unite their inter- 
ests and stand together in the organization. 
They ha ve not decided on any candidate for 
the Presidency bro tem., but will probably do 
so when the Legislature meets. Their scheme 
is purely one of control and involves the 
patronage of the committees. 

Incidentally the Senators have been doing a 
good deal of talking tonight about the nom- 
ination of a candidate for the United States 
Senate in State convention. Wall and Brands 
think the State convention ought to makea 
nomination, believing that by this course 
party interests would be subserved. But 
the city men and some others from the 
country are decidedly hostile to the proposi- 
tion. They want something to say about the 
candidate themselves and do. not propose to 
have their Hands tied by any State convea- 
tion. Those who are averse to a nomination 
tell the countrymen in case a selection is 
made by the State convention an embarrass- 
ment might arise if the Populists held the 
balance of power in the Legislature, as they 
did when Senator Palmer was elected. 

The whole meeting was harmonious and not 
productive of much of note in the 
way of information. Senator Caldwel!, who 
has been renominated in the Sangamon Coun- 
ty district, was asked to purticipate in the 
caucus, as he had acted with these people in 
the organization ot the Senate the last time. 
This invitation was extended to him tonight, 
but Senator Caldwell declined, as he had to 
leave the city on important business.

TRIES HARD TO KILL. 


OOLORED PORTER SHOOTS AT APTOR- 
NEY L. B M’PHERSON. 


In His Office in the Pullman Building Two 
Shots Are Fired at the Assistant Coun- 
sel of the Company by charles J. Felix 
Both Strike the Desk of the Man for 
Whom the Bullets Were Intended=The 
Trouble Results from a Difference Over 
Personal Damages. 


Charles J. Felix, a colored Pullman sleep- 
ing car porter, attempted to kill L. E. Me- 
Pherson, assistant general counsel for the 
Pullman Palace Car company, at the latter's 
office, 316 Pullman Building, at 4 o' clock 
yesterday afternoon. Two shots were fired, 
neither of which took effect. Immediately 
after the shooting Officer James Knapp dis- 
armed Felix and placed him under arrest. 
There were in the room at the time of the 
shooting L. E. McPherson, Miss Kittie O' Con- 
nel, stenographer, who narrowly escaped be- 
ing hit, L. 8. Hungerford, chief clerk, J. E. 
Boys, stenographer, and Albert Lorenz. 
in an inner room of the office were John 
S. Runnells, general counsel for the 
company; W. F. Rankin, assistant general 
counsel, and W. B. Pettitt, legal adjuster for 
the company. 

The shooting was the result of a dispute 
over a claim for damages which Felix had 
against the company. Feb. 2 Felix was in- 
jured by the spreading of a step ladder while 
he was trying to light a lamp. He was 
seriously injured and was laid up for over 
a month. Ten days ago the amount of 
damages was agreed upon between Felix and 
Mr. McPherson.* In the agreement the strap 
which held the step ladder together, which 
Felix alleges was defective and which was 
held by him as evidence, was to be turned over 
to the company. Vesterday afternoon Felix 
called at the Pullman office to adjust the mat- 
terand brought the strap. Mr. McPherson 
secured possession of the strap. A disagree- 
ment then arose as to the amount to be paid, 
and Felix demanded the return of the strap. 
The attorney declined to give it up and 
started to put it in a drawer in his desk. 

Felix Fires Two Shots. 

As ho turned his back Felix suddenly 
jumped up and shouted, I will have that 
strap,“ and, at the same time drawing a re- 
volver, took deliberate aim, and fired two 
shots at Mr. McPherson, both of them lodg- 
ing in the desk at which he was sitting. Mr. 
McPherson dodged and started to run when 
the infuriated porter again leveled the 
weapon at him, but this time it 
failed to vork. By this time every one had 
escaped from the room and Felix was left 
alone. At the second shot Felix held the pistol 
with both hands to steady his aim, but in his 
excitement he put two fingers over the muz- 
zle of the gun. The bullet passed between 
them, tearing away a portion of each finger. 
When he saw his intended victim had es- 
caped he coolly turned and began dressing 
his finger, anda minute later was placed un- 
der arrest by Officer Knapp. 

The shooting caused the most intense ex- 
citement in the room and in the building. 


| The dense smoke filled the room and obscured 


the scene. At the first shot every une started 
to rush from the room. At the second 
shot it became a panic and the screams of 
Miss O'Connel, the stenographer, who was 
directly in the line of fire, was mingled with 
the shouts of the men, Mr. McPherson rau 


into Mr. Runnell’s room and closed and 


locked the door. To make the stronghold 
safer with the assistance of Mr. Runnells he 
placed chairs and office furniture against the 
door. The report of the shots was heard 
throughout the building and inside of a 


minute a hundred people crowded about the 


scene of the shooting. Not until 
Felix had been disarmed and. hand- 
cuffed did the _ terrified clerks and 
attorneys consent to return to the 


room. Then Mr. McPherson accompanied 
the officer and prisoner to the police station, 
where a charge of attempted murder wus 
lodged against him. 
Believes Murder Was Intended, 

When seen ut his home, No. 3535 Indiana 
avenue, last night Mr. McPherson related the 
events which led up to the shooting. He said: 

J am of the opinion that Felix came into 
my office for the purpose of committing a 
cold-biooded murder. He had an overcoat 
on and the revolver was in his right pocket. I 
did not have the remotest idea that he 
would become violent, and when I turned to 
put the strap in the drawer I supposed our 
conversation was at an end and that he would 
goout. During the conversation he grew 
very indignant at what he fancied was a 
wrong. He said I was to understand that he 
was no Southern negro, but a Parisian of 
good birth and good education. His con- 
versation certainly bore out the statement 
that he had a good education. When he 
fired I realized that my only safety lay in 
flight, and I got out of range and out of the 
toom as soon as possible. Iam satisfied had 
he been able to shoot again he would have 
hit me as I went through the door into Mr. 
Runnell’s room. Miss O’Connel was directly 
beyond me in the line of fire and I consider 
her escape remarkable. 


„Felix lives in Oakland, Cal. Ten days ago 


I received an important letter from his wife 
demanding damages for her husband’s in- 
juries, I replied that we would arrange every- 
thing satisfactorily. Shortly after the receipt 
of the letter Felix called at my office and 
asked for a settlement. Itold him we were 
under no legal obligations to him, but as he 
had been in the employ of the company for 
twelve years and had always proved trust- 
worthy we would pay him for the time he was 
off and also pay his doctor bill. He seemed 
entirely satisfied. Today when he came up 
he had a long document which he wanted the 
company to sign. It was an agreement 
forus to pay him for his time while off, 
to pay his doctor bill, and. guaranteeing em- 
ployment to him for the rest of his life, In- 
asmuch us his injuries consisted of a bruised 
arm and leg I considered the demand pre- 
posterous and told him so. During the con- 
versation he had handed over the strap and 
when the disagreement arose he demanded 
the strap back. I told him that it belonged 
to the company and that he had no right to it. 
That was the immediate cause of the shoot- 
ing. Personally I have no revengeful feeling 
against the man and will not press the case. 
The Pullman company can do as it pleases 
about the matter.”’ 

Felix was taken before Capt. Hartnett at 
the Harrison Street Station last night and 
questioned in regard to the shooting. He 


said it was not his intention to shoot when he 


drew the revolver from his pocket, but in his 
excitement he accidentally pulled the trigger 
and the weapon, being self-acting, was dis. 
charged. As evidence of this he showed his 
imjured fingers. He claimed such injury 
would not have occurred had he had any in- 
tention of shooting at McPherson. He also 
said that Mr. McPherson had not obtained 
the strap from him by fair means,

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TWO KILLED IN A RAID ON A BANK. 


Bandits Secure $2,500 at Lone View, Tex.— 
Hot Pursualt. 


Loxd View. Tex., May 23.—At 3 o’clock 
p. m. five bandits robbed the First Nation- 
al Bank of Long View. Several officers 
and citizens met the robbers and a 
constant firing was kept up, during which 
George Buckingham was killed and City 
Marshal Muckelroy and J. W. McQueen badly 
wounded, One of the robbers, a small, dark- 
complexioned man, was killed. Over 400 
shots were fired. The remaining robbers es- 
caped with the dead man’s horse and gun. A 
large posse is in close pursuit. 

The first known of the intention af the rob- 
bers was when two of them walked into the 
First Natioral Bank, one with a raincoat, with 
a Winchester concealed in its folds. He 
handed the following note to President Joe 
Clemmons: 

Home, May 23.—First National Bank, Long View: 
This will introduce to you Charles Speckelmyer, 


who wants some money and is going to have it. 
B. AnD F. 


It was written in pencil in a fairly good 
hand on the back of a printed poster. The 
bank cashier thought it was an importunate 
subscription to some charity and started to 
donate, when the robber pointed his Win- 
chester at him and told him to hold up. The 
other robber rushed into the side wire door 
and grabbed the cash. Clemmons and the 
other bank officials were ordered to hold up 
their hands. The robbers hurriedly emptied 
the vaults, securing over 52,000. 

While this was gomg on two of the robbers 
were in the rear alley of the bank shooting at 
every one who appeared, and were being fired 
upon by City Marshal Muckley and Deputy 
Will Stevens. The firing made the robbers in 
the bank nervous and they hurried out. 
George Buckingham, who was shooting at the 
robbers, was shot and killed, City Marshal 
Muckley received a ball in the bowels. 
The ball passed through the cavity. 

J. W. McQueen, a saloonkeeper, was shot 
in the body, and it is thought mortally wound- 
ed, Charles S. Leonard was walking through 
the court-house yard and was shot in thedeg, 
necessitating amputation. Theodore Somers 
was shot in the left hand. Deputy Will Stev- 
ens killed one of the robbers. The body ot 
the dead robber was identified as George Ben- 
nett, a reckless tellow, who had been here 
some months ago and married a daughter of 
a respectable farmer living near this place. 


BRITISH WARSHIPS IN BOSTON HARBOR, 


The Blake Creates a Sensation as It Comes 
in with a Salute. 

Boston, Mass., May 23.—([Special.]—The 
British cruiser Blake, commanded by Capt. 
W. V. Hamilton, and carrying tne flag of 
Vice-Admiral Hopkins, K. C. B., command. 
ing the North Atlantic squadron, and the 
cruiser Tartar, commanded by -Capt. Henry 
S. Fleet, dropped anchor in Boston harbor 
this afternoon. This is the first time since 
the civil war that a British ship of war has 
been in this port, and this fact, added to the 
reputation of the great cruiser Blake, had 
aroused a good deal of public interest in the 
vessels, Gov. Greenhalge and his staff re- 
ceived Vice-Admiral Hopkins and suite at 
3:15 o’clock in the council chamber of the 
State House. Entertainment for the British 
officers during their visit will be lavishly pro- 
vided, The Blake looks the typical sea fighter 
and its black painting gives it a much more 
grim and ferocious appearance than our own 
white-sided ships of war. 
much smaller and looks something 
like the Newark. the. Blake 
came 
the national salute of twenty-one guns, Which 
was returned from the navy-yard. It pre- 
sented a magnificent appearance as it came 
on. firing this salute. The light breeze, which 
was directly behind, carried the smoke along 
and as the ship slid over the water. obscured 
by the smoke of its own guns which rose in a 
cloud almost as high as its tops, it made a 
sea pieture not soon to be forgotten. It was 
given a rousing welcome to Boston by the 
craft in the harbor, every yacht, tug, and 
harbor boat blowing its whistle till the harbor 
was vibrant with sound.

GOV. ALTGELD CONFINED TO HIS HOUSE 


He Is Suffering from a Severe Cold and 
Summons His Physician from Chicago, 
SPRINGFIELD, III., May 23.—[Special, ]— 

Gov. Altgeld contracted a severe cold on his 
recent trip to inspect the Asylum for Insane 
at Anna and is confined to the Executive 
Mansion.

It is the reason for this re- 
luctance on the part of the parents to have the 
child seen and spoken to which has been obscure 
to many. : 

Very naturally the very existence of young 
Ruth's affliction has given rise to endless specu- 
lation and exaggeration on the part of the few 
who have been permitted to learn the truth. And, 
of course, it is throuah ‘the servants that the most 
important particulars have leaked out, notwith- 
standing the really frantic efforts at concealment 
made by one famed physician in New York. Some 
of the rumors, for instance, that the child can- 
not prattle at all and is in constant pain. are 
doubtless rather reckless. The substantiated 
fact is that since it finally dawned upon the fam- 
ily that an extraordinary backward mind was the 
trouble, undue pains have been taken to stimu- 
late little Ruth's intellect, and all to no appar- 
ent purpose.

Tart Minority Report-south Side Alley

Lawyers Agree on Track Elevation 
Scheme=—Municipal Notes. 


Griffiths & McDermott were awarded the 
contract by the Drainage Board yesterday for 
the work of Sec. 1 of the canal, forfeited by 
Alfred Harlev, for $1,296,219. As this firm 
was the highest of the four competitive bid- 
ders whose propositions were considered by the 
Committee on Engineering and Finance a 
vigorous protest was entered by two mem- 

bers of the committee in the shape of a mi- 
nority report, in which it was charged that the 
report of the majority was in violation of the 
letter and meaning of the law which was in- 
tended to govern the board in the letting of 
such contracts, and on its face was apparent- 
ly awarding thecontract to the highest in- 
stead of the lowest bidder. . 

The four bids to do the work on Sec. 1 were 
as follows:

The bids of the May-Purington company 

and F. J. McCain were thrown out by the 

committee because it did not consider the 
firms able to complete the work in a manner 
that would be satisfactory to the board. With 
reference to Johnson & Bradley the ma- 
jority report contended also that the firm at 
first was not sufficiently responsible to under- 
take the work, but at the last moment had 
secured a third party to afford the necessary 
financial backing with a view to securing the 
contract. This third party was E. F. Goebel, 
who went before the committee several days 
ago and announced.himself as being willing 
to be identified with Johnson & Bradley in 
securing the contract and further, it is said, 
satisfied the committee that he had assets at 
his disposal worth more than $500,000. 

Majority Is Not Satisfied. 

This, however, did not satisfy the majority 
of the members of the committee that John- 
son & Bradley were the proper personas to 
have the big contract. It was contended that 
their bid was so low as to make it impossible 
for them to complete the work. The prop- 
osition of the company was what is technical- 
ly called an unbalanced bid, it bemg accom - 
panied with certain conditions, and the price 
for cement masonry for retaining walls being 
$1.50 a cubie yard, This item, the cotamit- 
tee said, would make a deficiency of some 
$90,000 as against the contractors in the 
completion of the contract, an amount that, 
if spread over the glazed drift, would reduce 
the price over five cents a yard. 

Another alleged irregularity in the Johnson- 
Bradley bid which was seriously objected to 
by the majority members was that the bid for 
cement wall to the cubic yard was $2.90, 
while that for dry rubbie was $1.50. The 
company, whose attention was called to this 
discrepancy, explained that the figures had 
been transposed in preparing the bid which 
was submitted. They said it should have 
been $1.50 for cement wall and $2.90 for 
dry rubble. They said, however, that as it 
was their error they would stand by the fig- 
ures and take the contract if offered them, 
notwithstancing that it would make a differ- 
ence of $61.000 in the cost of the work 
in favor of the board. The com- 
pany claims to have unusual facilities 
for doing the work and therefore could afford 
to take it at a much lower figure than other 
competitors. Isham Randolph, Chief Engi- 
neer of the board, visited Ishpeming, where 
Johnson and Bradley are operating the same 
machinery which they propose to use in open- 
ing the channel. His report was to the effect 
that the machinery there used was in no sense 
superior to that beingoperated by contractors 
on the drainage channel; and that, in his 
judgment, the work could not be properly 
done at the figures suggested by * . & 
Bradley. Beyond the fact that the bid was 
said to be abuormally low, it was also set 


fact, but that the bid was evidently made 
with the intention of organizing such a com- 
pany in the event of an award. 


Minority Would Save $145,000, 


The minority oe of the committee was 
signed by B. A. Eckhart and J. J. Altpeter. 
It recommended that the contracts be award- 
ed to Johnson & Bradley and E. F. Goebel, 
thereby effecting a saving to the district of 
$145,000. It was contended that, while only 
two members of what now constituted the 
firm of Ernest Johnson and Carl D. Bradley 
signed the original bid, yet it was understood 
that E. F. Goebel was a member of the firm 
when they made the bid, and Messrs. 
Johnson and Bradley so stated the first 
time they appeared before the Com- 
mittee on Engineering and Finances. 
The minority report also cited the 
provisions of the law requiring that all con- 
tracts should be let to the lowest responsible 
bidder to prevent extravagance and improvi- 
dence, and said in its judgment this statute’s 
provisions should be administered and so con- 
strued in this case. The report said also that 
the minority members of the committee dif- 
fered from the majority in the statement that 
the board had had a disastrous experience in 
lettmg work to the lowest bidder. The report 
claimed the best contractors now on the work 
secured their contracts by bidding the lowest 
and this was the instance wherein the lowest 
bidders had been disregarded and the contract 
given tothe highest bidder. The minority 
members thought that if Johnson & Bradley 
were disposed to undertake the work ata 
lower figure than other competitors, and hav- 
ing shown they had ample financial backing 
to carry it on, they should be awarded the 
contract. The minority report was offered as 
a substitute for the majority report and. a 
vote being taken, was lost. The majority re- 
port was then adopted by a vote of 6 to 2. 

Vouchers for the Engineering Department 
for $179,558 were approved and ordered 
paid. The Treasurer, with the approval of 
the attorney of the board, was ordered to pay 
Charles Kern, Treasurer of Cook County, 
$4,008 in full payment of certain taxes due 
for 1893. An additional bond of $100,000 
of McArthur Brothers, contractors on Secs, 2 
and 4, was received and approved. The Chief 
Engineer was authorized to exercise an option 
on building stone taken from the channel in 
Sec. 7 by Mason, Huge & Co., and preserve 
the same for bridge masonry. 

The Health committee reported favorably 
upon a proposition to require each of the con- 
tractors on the channel to contribute toward 
providing a hospital for the workmen em- 
ployed aiong the channel, which would obvi- 
ate the necessity of sending the sick and dis- 
abled to Joliet and Chicago, as is done at 
present.

TRACKS MAY BE ELEVATED NOW. 


Rock Island, Lake Shore, and City Attor- 
neys Agree—Ald. Coughlin’s Order, 

The attorneys for the Rock Island and Lake 
Shore and the city law department seem to 
have agreed on a plan of track elevation, The 
Committee on Railroads and the Council 
have yet to act in the matter, and it may be 
some time before the tracks are lifted in| the 
air. Assistant Corporation Counsel Zeisler 
yesterday called the attention of Attorneys 
Wright and MeFaddon to the fact that a pay- 
ment of $100,000 from the companies could 
not be made a part of a mandatory Ordi- 
nance. The attorneys practically agreed that 
the ordinance should contain a section mak- 
ing it incumbent upon the railroad compa- 
nies to accept the mandatory ordinance, and 
also making the acceptance of the track eleva- 
tion ordinance dependent upon the pay- 
ment of the $100,000 by the companies. 
Ald. Coughlin, it need — be said, was 
not moved by any high or honorable sense of 
duty in presenting his order Monday evening 
in the Council dernanding from the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works a list of the thorough- 
fares occupied by railroad tracks without 
warrant of law or the permission of the Coun- 
cilor of the proper city authorities. But 
Coughlin’s order ought to be acted on as if 
it were honestly meant and not intended for 
blackmailing purposes. information 
asked for has been frequently requested, but 
for some reason it has not been forthcom- 
ing. About six months ago a special 
committee of the Council, of which 
Ald. John O'Neill was made Chair 
man, was appointed to look into the matter. 
For some unexplained reason this committee 
never reported. Why not? A great deal of 
information was collected by the committee. 
It was never utilized. It has never been gub- 
mitted to the full Council, The Commission- 
er of Public Works can obtain this informa. 
tion and utilize it in replying to Coughlin’s 
order. 

Corporation Counsel Rubens returned to 
the city yesterday. One of the first men to 
interview him was Mr. Winston, attorney for 
the Michigan Central road. He gave notice 
that his company would ask for an injunction 
restraining the city from tearing up the tracks 
of the Illinois Central company. 


Gas Companies Wait for Their $123,620. 


City Controller Ackerman was about to pay 
$123,620 to the gas companies yesterday, due for 
gas consumed by the city during the last quarter 
of 1898 after the city’s rebate of 3% per cent of 
the companies’ gross receipts had been deducted,

MEETING OF THE OOMMITTEE 10 AT-

Members Decide to Recommend That 
Agents of Class No, 1 Who Have Sole 
Agencies Become Charter Members in 
a New Board—Insurance “Gusiness Is 
Not at All Active in the City-Action of 
the Cincinnati Board ts Not Approved 
Here—General News of Underwriters. 


The committee of fourteen held another 
meeting yesterday afternoon to continue the 
discussion of the numerous objections and 
proposed amendments which have been 
brought up by the various parties in interest. 
There appears to bea general demand for a 
provision taking care of the present class No. 
1 membership in a new organization on ex- 
ceedingly liberal terms. The first draft of the 
new institution, as prepared by the commit- 
tee of fourteen, contemplated class No. 1 
membership being limited to such local 
agents as are sole, representatives of 
companies, A number of protests were 
at once filed against this provision, and the 
committee recommended that tne rules be 
changed to allow all agents now members of 
class No. 1 who have sole agencies to become 
charter members in a new board, with the un- 
derstanding that they lose none of their rights 
and privileges by future loss of their sole 
agencies. The committee also recommended 
that members of class No. 1 in the present 
board who are not now sole representatives 
of companies be given until July, 1895, to 
secure such agencies, which would give them 
the rights of charter members. A. H. Darrow 
of the Agricultural has been one of the promi- 
nent insurance men to hold out against sign- 
ing the new constitution, and his objections, 
which have recently been presented to the 
committee, were considered yesterday. His 
objections are based upon -a_ peculiar 
situation, which simply illustrates the diffi. 
culties which the committee has met with in 
its attempt to harmonize all interests. The 
Agricultural Insurance company has had an 
2 Sere with William G. Wood since the 
fire. ter on, when the company established 
a department here under Mr. Darrow, Mr. 
Wood declined to come under its jurisdiction 
and has ccntinued to report directly to the 
home office. Mr, Darrow has been doing a 
local business in connection with the general 
agency, and so the company has had two full 
local agencies here, The sole agency provi- 
sion of the new constitution, if workei out on 
its original lines, would either shut out Mr. 
Darrow or Mr. Wood from membership in 
the agency class of the new board. 


INSURANCE BUSINESS NOT ACTIVE, 


Agents Inclined to Look Too Far for 
Causes of the Present Duliness, 


The complaint among the officers of local 
and general agents is that business is falling 
off.. The lines of merchants and manufact- 
urers are naturally smaller on account of the 
inactivity in all lines of business, but agents 
are not willing to accept the situation as it is, - 
They are inclined to lay the blame on the loss 
of business to various causes. One prom- 
inent agent made the statement yesterday, 
that all agencies which are conforming strictly 
to union rules, as to commissions, are losing 
business, with the natural inference that the 
business lost by them is going to the non- 
union agencies or to the union agencies where 
the rules are not strictly observed. Othen 
complaints are made of infractions of the lo- 
cal board rules. A morning paper gave an 
account of supposed disorganization in the 
local board. It went on to. intimate that 
agents have given up all discipline in the in- 
terval while the old organization is being 
merged into the new. This report of affairs 
is resented by the local agents and by the of- 
ficers of the board. They say the rules are 
being lived up to, and the inquiries 
for rates and as to board rules are 
as numerous as at any previous time 
They deny absolutely that there is any cut- 
ting of premium rates or anything verging on 
disorganization. Other local agents, from 
the standpoint of decreased premium re- 
ceipts, are complaining of the inroads made 
by the representatives of mutual companies 
and Lloyds. The fact is, however, companies 
are making no effort to extend their lines and 
push for business and insurers are cutting 
down their lines wherever they can, under the 
almost universal advance in rates. 


ACTION OF THE CINCINNATI BOARD. 


Union Managers Threaten to Withdraw 
Their Support from That Organization. 
Union managers are far from satisfied with 

the action taken by the Cincinnati board . 

refusing to pass a brokerage rule, whic 

would bring the board into line with the St. 

Louis action of the union in reference to re- 

duction of agents’ commissions. The ex- 

cepted cities committee recently visited Cin- 
cinnati, and conferred with the local board. 

The members of the committee reported that 

the board was in accord with the proposed 

change in rules, and the refusal of the board 
to act Tuesday was considerable of a sur- 
prise. The outcome of the matter will prob- 
ably be that companies will refuse to con- 
tribute further to the support of the Cincin- 
nati board, said a prominent union man- 
ager yesterday. The board should have 
passed the brokeraye rule, which is the only 
protection our companies could be given in 
their Cincinnati business. The union com- 
panies are working in the board with local 
companies and with non-union companies, 
and the passage of the brokerage rule is the 
only solution of the question of continuing 
under present business relations. Without the 
brokerage regulations the union agents, who 
are limited to 15 per cent commission by 
their companies, are at the mercy of the 
agents of non-union companies, who, in some 
cases, may get commission sufficient to allow 
them to pay brokerages larger than the union 
agents receive from the companies they rep- 
resent as orignal commissions. The business 
is sure to be divested to the non-union agen- 
cies, who can make a bid for it with large 
brokerage fees.”’ 
CrvornwatTi, O., May 23.—[Special. ]—In- 
surance circles were greatly agitated today 
over yesterday’s action of the local board in 
giving a black eye to the union rates. The 
union agents heid a secret meeting this after- 
noon. A resolution was introduced to with- 
draw from the local board and reorganize, 
leaving out those who are paying the high 
rates to brokers. This was lost by one vote. 
It was then decided to circulate an agreement 
that the signers would all pay 10 per cent 
brokerage. It was stated this evening that 
this agreement had received twenty-nine sig- 
natures. A meeting of the local board wiil 
be called in a day or two, when an effort will 
be made to reconsider its action of Wednes- 
day and at the same time adopt a rule to pay 

20 per cent for preferred risks and 10 per 

cent for all others. Theunion agents claim 

they now have sufficient votes to carry the 
proposition.

OHIO MINERS AGAINST THE COUNTRY. 


Important Decision in the Operators’ Con- 
ference in Columbus. 
| Cotvmsus, O., May 23.—[Special. From 
he tenor of today's meeting of the Ohio 
Coal Operators’ Association the Ohio men 
will play the Ohio miners against the balance 
of the country and await developments of the 
strike. Over 100 operators took part in the 
secret caucus, representing the Salineville, 
Coshocton, Jackson, Hocking, Belmont 
County, Wheeling and Lake Erie, Cambridge, 
Palmyra, Tuscarawas, Massillon dis- 
tricts. President Morton called the meeting 
to order at 3 o’ciock, and for four hours the 
mining situation was discussed. The outcome 
of the debate was the appointment of the fol- 
lowing committee to have supreme control of 
the mining question as far as Ohio was con- 
cerned and to represent the Ohio operators in 
all negotiations that might be undertaken:

An organization was effected by electing H. 
L. Chapman President and Frank L. Brooks 
of Columbus Secretary. Col. W. P. Rend of 
Chicago and W. P. Bonney, representing the 
Allegheny Coal company, were the principal 
speakers from outside the State. The latter 
said the dispatches sent out from Pittsburg 
pretending to give the result of the confer- 
ence of Pennsylvania operators held there 
Tuesday were incorrect im several particu- 


lars, chief among which was the re- 
port that the conference decided to 
offer the miners 65 cents a ton 
and would employ other men if the 


miners rejected the offer, Mr. Bonney said 
the truth of the matter is that one delegate 
offered a resolution that the miners be offered 
not more than 69 cents a ton. This was of- 
fered to test the sentiment of the meeting, 
but pending its discussion the resolution was 
amended to read not less than 65 cents a 
ton.“ The prevailing sentiment was that no 
action should be taken on the question until 
it was learned what action the Ohio operators 
would take, and the resolution was therefore 
tabled. The convention adjourned without 
taking any action whatever on the question 
and with the understanding that the individu- 
al operators might treat with the miners in 
their employ as they think best. 

Col. Rend said if concessions and arbitra- 
tion failed he favored securing non-union 
men to work the mines and compelling their 
protection under the law. The consensus of 
Ohio opinion, however, did not favor any 
such step. It was that the Ohio operators had 
but one thing to do and that was to let the 
strike work out itself. No non-union men 
will be introduced in Ohio mines and nothmg 
done to alienate the Ohio miners. The senti- 
meyt prevailed that eventually the strike 
would be settled on a basis of 60 cents for 
Ohio, 69 cents for Pennsylvania, and other 
districts in the same proportion. 

It is learned from a reliable source that the 
miners in the Hocking Valley and Jackson 
district would be perfectly satisfied with the 
figures named. The officials of the United 
Mine Workers of America are anxious for the 
Pittsburg operators to explain their charge 
that they are in collusion with the Ohio oper- 
ators when it is an open secret that the latter 
are willing to pay the old price for mining. 
The indications are, they think, that the Pitts- 
burgers aré annoyed because the Ohio oper- 
ators do not join them in compelling a reduc- 
tion of the rates. 

The United Mine Workers have been pushing 
the organization of the miners since the Cleve- 
land convention and are meeting with great 
success. Since, April 14 no less than fifty-four 
locals have been organized, mainly in Illinois 
and a few in West Virginia, Reports from ali 
sections of the country show that the strike is 
still on, and indications of weakness have not 
been received at headquarters. In showing 
the condition of affairs the messages received 
show a unanimity that is remarkable. 


INDIANA COAL MEN TO MEET TODAY. 
They Will Agree Upon a Course Which 
They Hope WIII Be Final. 

Terre Haute, Ind., May 23.— [Special.]! — 
The Indiana bituminous operators who meet 
here tomorrow will agree upon a course of 
action by which they hope to reach a settle- 
ment with the men by the end of the month. 
One of the largest operators in the State said 
this evening the effort now is to force all the 
men out so that a general agreement could be 
made, and he hoped every man would be 
called out of the mines, He referred particu- 
lariy to Central and Southern Illinois, and 
predicted that all the men in that State would 
be called out. If it is not done soon you 
Will see some dirty work, he said, referring 
to the desperate purpose of the strikers to win 
the fight. He expressed the opinion that as 
soon as the conditions are right the Indiana 
operators and miners would get together and 
reach an agreement five minutes aiterWard. 

BRAZIL. Ind., May 23.—[{Special. |—Striking 
miners formed in groups last evening and 
visited every slope in the county where men 
were at work and ordered the employés to 
quit. They all complied, and not a pound of 
coal is being dug today. These slopes fur- 
nished coal for the city only, and since they 
have ceased operations it will be difficult to 
secure coal for domestic use. Frank Selton, 
a miner. cireulated a petition this mornmg to 
induce strikers to return to work. .

REPORT OF THE GRAND JURY. 

The grand jury made a report yesterday 
which honest citizens would do well to read 
carefully. The jurors say they are satisfied 
that ** frauds almost without number and of 
the grossest character were committed at 
the December and April elections. “Cor- 
rupt or ignorant judges and clerks,” appointed 
by Election Commissioners either incom- 
petent or indifferent to the rights of the legal 
voters, permitted hordes of tramps and 
bummers to vote. While impostors were per- 
mitted to cast ballots real voters were dis- 
franchised by judges and clerks who permit- 
ted repeaters to vote on their names before 
they could get to the polls. The comments 
of the jury on the election judges and Com- 
missioners and the singular conduct of the 
Chief of Police are worth reading. Judge 
Seales is censured only too mildly by the 
jurors when they say: 


‘appointment of the Election Commissioners 
whereby there are two Democratic Commission- 
ers and one alleged Republican, when it is gener- 
ally believed that he is a Democrat in all but the 


name 

The last words of the report are an expres- 
sion of regret that the ballots cast at the last 
two elections are inaccessible because we 
have evidence of the grossest frauds in the 
returns of both elections, which can only be 
verified by recounting the ballots.“ 

The people can see plainly now why such a 
desperate fight was made to keep those bal- 
lota sealed up. Why cannot there be another 
special grand jury to do a little more reaping 
in so rich a harvest field? 

The report should: certainly lead to a re- 
vision of the list of election judges and clerks 
with a view to the securmg of honest and 
competent men for those positions. The 
grand jury fuily sustains every charge made 
in Tun Trrcne as to the loose manner of se- 
lecting these men. It also sustains the 
charges made as to the partisan character of 
the Election Board. If Judge Scales is de- 
sirous of honestly administering the election 
law, of enforcing it in a spirit of fairness and 
justice, in the spirit of its enactment, he will 
not fail to appoint an honest and competent 
Republican Commissioner to fill a vacancy 
, created by the removal of one or other of the 
indicted Democratic Commissioners. 


THAT SELF-KICKING MACHINE. 

A country correspondent of Tun Trisunz 
sent to this office the other day a drawing of 
a machine he had invented for getting per- 
sonal satisfaction out of himself for his stupid 
folly in voting for Cleveland and a change 
in 1892.

It is probable that our repentant corre- 
spondent’s attention was directed to this in- 
genious device for rotary self-kicking after 
studying the various devices employed by the 
old monks in making reparation for their 
peccadilloes, such as flageliation, wearing 
coarse hair shirts, and walking about with 
unboiled peas in their shoes. The self-kicker, 
however, is superior to any of these. It does 
its work rapidly, systematicaliy, and effect- 
ively, and is able to render the highest degree 
of personal satisfaction. It will supply a 
long-felt need among the mugwumps and the 
backsliders, for unquestionably there are 
thousands of such persons who voted for 
Cleveland and a change who are con- 
vinced that if they could kick themselves 
thoroughly or hire a colored man with a No. 
17 boot to kick them round the four sides of 
their public square they would derive the 
most intense personal satisfaction from the 
process.

WATTERSON “RISES TO EXPLAIN.” 

Henry Watterson is asked by a Virginia 
correspondent what the latter must do when 
Republicans taunt him with the hard times 
and the violated pledges of Democrats. He 
replies editorially that no true Democrat 
should seek to disguise his mortification and 
humiliation over the failure of Congress to

SEMI-REPUDIATION BY MEXICO, 

A recent number of the Mexican Financier 
gives a synopsis of the message sent by Presi- 
dent Diaz to Congress regagding the financial 
situation in the Republic of Mexico. The 
message is cautiously wofded, but is inter- 
preted to be intended as a notice to the hold- 
ers of the gold-bearing bonds of Mexico in 
England and other countries that the Mexican 
Government may calla halt in the process of 
taxation to meet gold payments on the bond- 
eddebt, In commenting upon the message 
the Financier says how to pay gold interest 
with silver dollars is getting to be the most 
formidable problem any Finance Minister 
has ever been called upon to solve, and 
that there is a point beyond which no 
government can go even to keep faith with 
its creditors. It ¢annot give up exer- 
cising its principal functions of maintaining 
public order and administering all the 
branches of the civil service. ‘The paper says 
it heartily favors every rational expedient for 
maintaining the credit of the nation short of 
dissolving the government, but that Mexico 
has had no hand la the great movement to 
demonetize silver and is not responsibie for 
the state of affairs. Therefore the announce- 
ment that the President does not intend to re- 
quest Congress to sanction new taxes or 
further to reduce the salaries of the employés 
of the civil service meets with its approval. 
It says: Mexico hay done all that she can be 
properly asked to do.“ 

The semi-repudiation policy which is out- 
lined in this languige is sought to be justifie! 
by the claim that the debt of Mexico was con- 
tracted on a silver basis though made payable 
in gold, that the demonetization of silver 
has doubled the burden upon the Mexican 
people,“ and that the action of the creditor 
nations in setting up the gold standard with. 
out the consent of Mexico was a breach of 
faith and contract. 

It looks very muchas if Mexico were getting 
ready to repudiate and seek ng for an excuse 
to do it while carefully concealing the fact 
that its present position is assumed at the in- 
stance of a few such fellows as Bloody Bridle 
Waite of Colorado, who want to make of 
President Diaz a catspaw for the pulling of 
their chestnuts out of the fire. It may be 
read between the lines that this announce- 
ment is a result of the conferences that have 
been held between representatives of the 
Mexican Government and the free silver ex- 
tremists of Colorado and Nevada. That in. 
ference is sustained by the fact that certain 
free silver monometallists in this country are 
app auding the resdive to pay no more thau 
half of the interest on an indebtedness of 
only $8.50 per capita by the people of Mexi- 
co, a portion of which is owed at home. 


THE OUTCOME OF COXEYISM, 

About nine weeks ago, or, to be more defi- 
nite, Easter Sunday, March 25, Gen.“ 
Coxey, ** Co..“ Carl Browne, Weary ”’ Iler, 
and some other ambitious demagogues and 
cunning fakers, after having succeeded in in- 
ducing two or three hundred ignorant men 
out of work to enlist under their banners, 
started from Massillon, O., on a march to 
Washington, to dictate to Congress certain 
preposterous demands.“ The army” 
had been assured that when it reached Wash- 
ington it would stride in triumph to the Capi- 
tol and on the broad steps of the lawmaking 
structure it would take its domineering posi- 
tion, while Coxey, Browne, and Weary Iler 
would * present the petition in boots,“ after 
which it would go into camp on the grounds. 
sheltered and fed and cheered by the taxpay- 
ers of Washington, and await the speedy ras- 
sage by Congress of all its ** demands,“ in- 
cluding the issue of thousands of millions of 
irredeemable shinplasters, the provision of 
work at big wages for those who wanted to 
work, and the provision of liberal support for 
those who did not want to work, 

Under these circumstances the 200 tramps 
dubbing themselves the “army” started out 
with flymg colors and resounding drums 
through the mud. Its progress was heralded 
from day today. The 29th of April the be- 
draggled crowd reached Washington, and 
May 1 the humbugs, Coxey and Browne, were 
promptly arrested by the Democratic munic- 
ipal authorities for violating the laws of the 
District in more ways than one. Monday last 
they were sentenced to twenty days’ impris- 
onment in jail, and wended their way thither 
in the Black Maria. Meanwhile their follow- 
ers have been moved from place to place to 
get rid of them, and are now at Bladensburg, 
Md. The present army is not that which left 
Massillon Easter Sunday, but a heterogeneous 
mixture of local white vagrants and negroes, 
who will hang on as long as they can get any- 
thing to eat and a place to sleep, and when 
that fails they probably will take to the road 
again in an individual capacity, Meanwhile 
the horse jockey Coxey, Browne, the mounte- 
bank, and Columbus Jones, a wily crank, are in 
jail. This will gratify their love of notoriety. 
It is also given out by labor leaders that 
Coxey is several thousand dollars ahead by 
reason of checks, drafts, and cash received 
from silly sympathizers since he left Massil- 
lon.

ARE THEY GOING TO PLEAD GUILTY ON 
THE GERRYMANDER? 
It is stated that a number of influential 


Democrats have asked the Governor to call a 
special session of the Legislature to pass a 
new Senatorial apportionment bill, to go into 
effect July 1. The object of these petitioners is 
to head off the Supreme Court, which wili be 
considering and perhaps preparing to set 
aside the Democratic gerrymander at the very 
time the Legislature is in session by passing 
a new law in which some of the objection- 
able features of the present one will be 
changed, while enough will remain to enable 
the Democrats to carry the Legislature in the 
face of g heavy popular majority against 
them. 1 the Supreme Court, after ad journ- 
ing for the June term, will not meet again 
until October, there will be little time left for 
that court to pass on the new gerrymander 
and for the Legislature to make another ap- 
portionment in time for the November elec- 
tion. 

But there are two reasons why the Governor 
may hesitate to take this advice. 
Democrats to enact a grossly unfair, one- 
sided, partisan biil which will suit them, but 
not the Republicans, they must have on hand 
a quorum of their own in each House, They 
ean do that in the Senate, thou, h two of their 
men have abandoned their seats by accepting 
Federal offices, But in the House it may be 
different, They had but seventy-eight mem- 
bers. If they lose two of those they will not 
have votes enough to pass a cheating, parti- 
san apportionment bil’. 

In the next place a call for an extra session 
to repeal the present law before the Supreme 
Court has passed upon it and enact a new 
one would be an abject confession of guilt, as 
well as of cowardice, It would be an admis- 
sion that everything which the Republicans 
have charged against the present law is true— 
that it is a gross gerrymander; that it is un- 
constitutional; and that it is uafit to be on the 
statute book. For the only reason fora new 
apportionment would be the dread of the 
guilty Democrats that the Supreme Court 
would set aside the law they passed last year 
because of its rascally partisanship and man- 
ifest violation of the Constitution. 

Democratic politicians have strong stom- 
achs. They can eat a great deal of dirt when 
it seems necessary, but the dose which Alt- 
geld is asked to administer to the party is an 
exceedingly nauseous one, calculated to make 
the whole party sick.

THE STORM NOT PREDICTED. 

It is claimed for the Weather Bureau that 
three full days’ notice was given of the ap- 
proach of the terrible storm of Friday of 
last week, in which so many lives were lost 
and so much property destroyed on Lake 
Michigan. This isa bold assertion to make 
in view of the facts. The official bulletin for 
Tuesday, the L5th, predicted “ increasing 
southeast winds.“ The forecast for Wednes- 
day noted that local storms might be looked 
for in some areas and thunder-storms in 
some others. For Thursday the weather in 
Illinois and Indiana was to be fair, except 
probably showers in extreme northern por- 
tions, and cooler,“ with south to west 
winds.“ The experiences of that day were 
destructive storms in Ohio and elsewhere, 
with oppressively high temperatures in this 
city till near nightfall. The forecast for Fri- 
day’s weather in Illinois and Indiana was: 
Fair in southern, clearing in northern por- 
tiors, cooler, except nearly stationary temper- 
ature near Lake Michigan ; high west to north 
winds.“ The facts included a drop in temper- 
ature here from away up in the 80s Thurs- 
day to 40° at 3 o’clock Friday after- 
noon, which usually is the hottest part of the 
day, with winds that were “ high” enough, 
but most certainly were not from the west, 
since they drove numerous vessels from the 
lake westward to the shore in this vicinity. 

The predictions were not verified. More 
than that, they were plainly opposed in char- 
acter to the facts, except in the single item of 
„high winds.“ with the prediction vf which 
it is fair to credit the weather man at Wash- 
ington. But “high winds” have been fore. 
casted by him scores of times when the con- 
sequence was nothing more than a storm of 
the mildest type that has done no injury to 
shipping on the lakes, blown down no trees 
on land, and perhaps not even dislodged a 
single hat from the head of its wearer in the 
street. There is not the slightest indication 
that the man who wrote or dictated the lan- 
guage quoted had any idea there would be a 
storm sufficient to ruffle the waters of the 
great lakes, much less one that will pass into 
history as one almost without a parallel in the 
extent of damage done by it. 

The claim referred to is that the three days’ 
notice was given through observers and dis- 
playmen, on all the lakes, except Ontario.“ 
That is as much as to say the sailors on the 
lakes had ample notice, if the landsmen 
knew little or nothing about it in advance of 
the greatest destruction of life 
and uroperty was on the waters of the lake it 
is fair to presume that the men most inter- 
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ested did not properly interpret the warning, 
or that they disregarded it. In, either case 
the Weather Bureau must be open to blame. 
It has assumed the responsibility of giving 
warnings that will not be misunderstood by 
navigators, and the experience and expense of 
the department during more than twenty-two 


‘years past ought to have been sufficient to 


produce predictive results which by this time 
the vesselmen would have learned they could 
not afford to disregard. 

The truth is the Weather Bureau cannot be 
depended upon to give pee. of severe 
storms, either of the b rd or tornado type. 
It is measurably lin telling the peo- 
ple of the small changes of temperature and 
barometric pressure w affect their com- 
fort or prosperity little of none at all. But 
when it comes to the big atmospheric move- 
ments which destroy property and human 
life, sweeping large sections of the country as 
with the besom of destruction, the weather 
prognosticator is “not in it.“ As suggested 
by the prophet El jah in regard to the god 
Baal, either he is talking | musing], or he is 
pursuing, or he 1s in a journey, or peradvent- 
ure he sleepeth and must be awaked.”’ 


CLOSING FOR WANT OF COAL, 

The coal strike rapidly is verging towards 
the position outlined in Taz Trrsuyg yester- 
day. Coal supplies are running so short in 
Des Moines, the capital of Iowa, that the 
water-works and the illuminating companies 
will be obliged to close down unless coal can 
be obtained within a very few days from now. 
The people of that city then will be without 
water except such as can be dipped up from 
the muddy river and artificial light other 
than that obtainable by the use of candles and 
oil lamps. They will have no protection in 
case of fire. The city, being left to the mercy of 
incendiaries, will be hard pressed to obtain 
fuel and water for cooking, and large numbers 
of the citizens must be thrown out of employ- 
ment for lack of fuel with which to reise 
steam for the production of power. : 

It is stated that the coal miners have been 
appealed to by the Mayor of Des Moines, and 
that g committee of their number replied that 
they propose to make no concession, even to 
the water-works, Presumably this means 
that not only do the strikmg miners refuse to 
dig the coal asked for, but that they will pre- 
vent, if possible, any other men from mining 
the fuel which is needed for the comfort and 
protection of the people. If they do take the 
latter position they soon wiil have to back 
down from it, for the citizens, will demand 
that other workers shall be protected amply 
while engaged in supplying thé fuel which the 
strikers refuse to allow to be furnished except 
on their own terms. The pedple of Des 
Moines cannot long suffer privation of fuel 
and water without letting the strikers see that 
they have placed themselves outside the pale 
of popular sympathy by their arbitrarily self- 
ish conduct. Then the strike will be over, 
whether or not the Sheriff of the county or 
the Governor of the State be called on to in- 
terfere. 

A similar fate awaits the strike and the 
strikers at other points if the latter push the 
struggle to the ultimate point proposed by 
the leaders of the movement. The people of 
the United States are long suffering. They 
have borne wit little complaint the tem- 
porary interruptions to travel and freight 
traffic incident to strikes on railroads, but 
these never have been pushed to the extreme 
of depriving them of fuel and water, with the 
loss of employment to millions that is 
threatened by the coal strikers if they cannot 
have their way in all respects named by them. 
The coal diggers soon must realize the truth 
of the old statement that there is a point be- 
yond which patience ceases to be a virtue, 
and discover that they have passed the limit. 
If this be the outcome of the struggle the re- 
sult will be a better understanding of the 
rights of strikers in other departments of 
labor, 


THE WATER REBATE FRAUD. 

Ald. Ballard’s request to postpone action on 
the ordinance for repealing the numerous 
water rebate ordinances and Ald, O’Neill’s 
ready acquiescence in that matter may inter- 
fere with a most necessary and desirable 
measure. There will be a large, noisy, and 
influential lobby in the Council next Monday 
evening to urge the Aldermen to vote against 
the repealing ordinance, Nearly every insti- 
tution which now receives water gratis con- 
trary to law will send one or more repre- 
sentatives to labor with the members of the 
Council, and it is to be feared that those 
labors will be successful in most instances. 
The size of the lobby may be judged from the 
number of the institutions in the wards which 
enjoy the free water. Tas Trrecne has taken 
the trouble to make a compilation, and the 
figures by wards are as follows? 


No. of water 
rebated bey 
institutions. | W: 
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The aggregate of the rebates in favor of 
those institutions last year was $36,544. 
They have as much right to ask that the city 
shall furnish them with gas or electric lights 
free of charge, or that the United States Gov- 
ernment shall furnish them with free postage 
stamps and postal cards, as that the city shall 
furnish them water free. The rebates hereto- 
fore in the water rates are in accordance with 
ordinances which the Corporation Counsel 
has pronounced invalid because they are 
founded neither on the charter, law, nor jus- 
tice. The repealmg ordinance therefore 
should be passed next Monday evening, 
though the Council may swarm with lobbyists 
against it.

ELECTION COMMISSIONERS, 

It is apparent from the complaints of Repub- 
licans that they are not satisfied with their rep- 
resentative on the Election Board 

The law requires that there be representatives 
of the several parties upon the board. Ordina- 
rily two of these are of the same political party as 
the County Judge who selects the Commission- 
ers. The remaining Commissioner is given to 
the opposition party. Thus, under the present 
County Judge the Republican Commissioner is 
selected by a Democrat. Politics, in disregard 
of public decency, naturally induces a Judge who 
has little care for the morals of such matters to 
find a Republican who is as little a Republican as 
possible. Thus the law is defeated and the value 
of a non-partisan board is completely destroyed. 
An attempt was made at the time of the appoint- 
ment of the present Republican Commissioner to 
secure the naming of a representative of the 
party by the Republican organization, but the 
County Judge ignored all such demands. 

All this leads to the conclusion that the elec- 
tion laws should be so amended that the opposi- 
tion party should not be dependent upon the 
County Judge to select one of their number, but 
should be permitted to name the person whom 
the Judge should appoint as Commissioner. By 
this means rarty interests, which in this case are 
public interests, would be subserved.— The News- 
Record.

Tue recent armor test at the ae 
proving grounds was a signifleant and inter- 
esting one. The plate itself was sixteen inches 
in thickness and made of nickel steel by the 
Harvey process. It was the heaviest armor- 
plate ever turned out in an American steel 
mill, and it was intended for the new battle- 
ship Indiana, which in turn is intended to be 
the strongest armed vessel afloat. The gun 
which was fired at it was the largest ever 
made in this country. It is a twelve-inch gun. 
At the first shot its 850-pound projectile 
pierced the plate and the second tore the 
plate into fragments. If this test, therefore, 
is deemed satisfactory by the Naval Depart- 
ment—and it would seem to be so—the de- 
partment must revise it plans for protecting 
battleships, since it seems to be demonstrated 
that sixteen-inch armor is of no use in resist- 
ing the projectiles of twelve-inch guns.

„ look forward to the day.“ said the 
speaker, when there will be neither Gentile 
nor Jew, Greek nor barbarian, male nor female, 
but when all wi.l be united in a grand har- 
wonious whole, a union of brothers and sis- 
ters without distinction or difference. If it 
be time for the various branches of liberalism 
to quit outlining themselves severally against 
each other aud against the background of 
orthodoxy and to set at some united construc.

r on The Socio.og.cal Basis of Religious 

Jnion and Work.“ to the foliowmg effect: 

Aside from theologirai partisanship there are 
sufficient causes for eeciesiasticai factionaiism in 
elements of human nature which are beyond 
modification by treaty. One man. believes with 
his affections, another with his inteliect, another 
with his will. Thecloisteris no natura! resort 
for the saint of the sword, nor the administration 
office for the saint of sentiment, nor the battle- 
field for the sajnt of the syllogism. No more can 
ritualist and rationa.ist and literalist consort 
together for common edification. Until people 
are born with such temperaments that they can 
be comfortabie in a single church we may as well 
consider a multitude of sects as virtually an ex- 
pression of essentiai Social economy. Unity be 
tween some peopie is inversely as their distance. 
Let us be joyful that it is so, and let not man try 
to unite what God puts asunder. From the so- 
cio ogical standpoint, religion and union for pro- 
motion of human weal are onlys different phases 
of the same fact. Religion without humane co- 
operation is like health apart from a body. 
first principle of sociology is recognition of the 
economy of functional! differences in society. 

The Rev. F. E. Dewhurst of Indianapolis 
opened the discussion on Dr. Small's paper. 
He said in part: 

From the individual likenesses of men today 
the sociological idea of a common humanity is 
form From the pillars of ith, hove, love, 
and righteousness will one day arise the great 
dome which is eventually to cover humanity un- 
der one grand yet common home. It is not yet 
possible to offer a sociological program of ac- 
tion; itis too early for that. The sociological 
principle begins at the point where thereis the 
greatest culmination of relative facts, and for 
this reason it is built upon a broader basis. 
Because of this the sociological: basis 
is the most feasible one that can be 
chosen. The sociological element eliminates all 
superficial tests, which must be retired inte the 
background and left to the individual conscience, 
It has been said that the conditions of religion 
are the ideas of God, of immortality, and of 
duty. With this I agree, but I also believe that 
the reverent idea of humanity as set forth by Mr. 
Salter approaches nearly to a grand conception 
of an all-wise Creator. 

B. F. Underwood was introduced to lead the 
discussion on the subject, The Relation of 
the Church to the Unorganized Liberals.“ 
The speaker began by saying that he had not 
attended church for many years and had been 
denounced as a sinner who ought to “ flee 
from the wrath to come.“ Continuing, he 
said:

Howard Duffield of New York City, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Correspondence, 
recommended that a committee of tive be ap- 
peinted by Moderator Mutehmore to convey 
fraternal greetings to the Baptist congress 
now in session here. The Moderator appoint- 
ed Dr. Duffield and, as his associates, the Rev. 
Dr. Willis Green Craig of Chicago, III., the 
Rev. Dr. Edward H. Rudd of Albion, N. Sis 
and Elders Alexander McDonala of Dimein⸗ 
nati and H. Scott Howell of Keokuk, Ia., who, 
at 4:30 this afternoon, visited the Baptists in 
national convention and conveyed the kindly 
words of Presbyterian fraternal greeting, 
which were generously reciprocated. 

In the general assembly Dr. Duffield intro- 
duced to Moderator Mutchmore the Rev. W. 
U. Murkland of Baltimore, Md., as a repre- 
sentative of the alliance of reformede church- 
es holding the Presbyterian’ system, and 
added that he (Murkland) was a member of 
the Presbyterian Church in the South, and his 
presence here pre-shadowed the reunion of the 
church in the North and South. Dr. Duffield 
further said that no theological equator 
should mark the Presbyterian map, as we are 
all adherents of the same common standards 
and march under the same blue banner, The 
Moderator extended the right hand of tellow- 
ship to Dr. Murkland, who was received by 
the assembly rising. Dr. Murkland said the 
church at the South loves the brethren at the 


complished by the system of Presbyterian 
churches. Moderator Mutchimore responded, 
saying he hoped to live long enough to wit- 
ness the union of the church Northand South, 
and he believed it a crime for them to be 
longer separated. 


Board of Foreign Missions. 

The Rev. Dr. G. T. Purves of Princeton, 
N. J., presented the report of the Standing 
committee on the Board of Foreign Missions. 
It was shown that the board stood pledged 
at the outset of the year for the amount of 
$1,015,000, appropriations made for the 
operations of the various missions during the 
year which has closed. The receipts for the 
year have been only $843,411, including a 
surplus of $1,858, leaving a deficit of $152,- 
510. The deficit has been decreased 849. 
902, so that the actual debt resting upon the 
board in 1 the year is $102,597. 
Dr. Purves concluded his report by recom- 
mendations for the raising of funds for con- 
tinuing the work. resolutions were 
adopted. The Rev. Dr. F. F. Ellinwood, the 
Secretary of the board, spoke in favor of re- 
newed exertions in the lihe of foreign missions. 
Daniel McGilvray of Laos Mission detailed 
the progress of the work in Asia. The Rev. 
ilson Phraner of Sing Sing, N. V., whose 
son is a missionary in China, stated that more 
men were needed in that field. Henry C. 
Velte of Lahore, India, treated upon mission- 
ery efforts in that land, and «poke of the neces. 
sity of better work among the low caste 
natives, who are in a deplorable condition 
both physically and spiritually. The Rev. Dr. 
Hays of China madesome interesting remarks 
in reiation to the re of conducting work 
in that distant field. — |

The 
Rev. Dr. Lee of Oiympia, Wash., believed 
that too much reliance should not be placed 
upon lesson leaves, but that the Bible ought 
to be in the hands of ail Sunday-school 
scholars. 

Church Erection, 

The report on the d of Church Erec- 
tion was presented by the Rev, Dr. Maurice 
E. Wilson of Dayton, O. It was shown that 
the continued business depression had dimin- 
ished contributions. There have been received 
during the year 214 applications, of which 
168 have been for grants or loans for church 
buildings and 46 for manses. The amounts 
asked have been as follows: From the gen- 
eral fund, $79,180; from the loan fund, 
$72,050; and from the manse fund, $22.- 
025, making a total of $174,255. The 
number of churches contributing is 
3,488, as against 3,425 last year. The loan 
fund contains about $40,000 and the manse 
fund 850.000. Appropriations have been 
made from the general fund to 158 churches 
and to an amount aggregating $80,010, an 
advance upon last year of two in the number 
of churchesand $1,293 in amount. 
appropriations have been distributed among 
twenty-eight synods, ninety-two presbyteries, 
and thirty-two States and Territories. In ad- 
dition to regular grants, special gifts aggre- 
gating $7,780 have been made to twenty 
churches. This makes the total amount from 
the general fund for church edifices $85,790. 
The total payments were $87,552, of which 
57.780 were on account of special gifts and 
8771 insurance upon partial losses by fire, 

While it. is not probable the number of infant 
churches needing grants will much diminish 
for many years, it is certain that the number 
of older churches asking for loans, both for 
church edifices and for manses, will constant- 
ly increase. 

This year the number reached in all depart- 
ments is 236, and the aggregate amount 
pledged for their aid some $165,000. A 
map, as usual, is appended which gives a 
birdseye view of the field and the work, with 
explanatory alphabetical and synodical lists. 
Subtracting the Stuart legacies, the agg te 
of receipts in all departments was $107,487 
and the sum of all payments, including loans 
from the loan fund and expenses of adminis- 
tration, was $166,754.

The sixty-second annual meeting of the 
Home Mission Society convened this after- 
noon.

During the year the society has aided in the 
building of eighty-four church edifices and 
has maintained thirty-six schools for the col- 
ored people, Indians, and Mexicans, besides a 
num ber of schools for the Chinese. The so- 
clety's receipts for all purposes were 8405, 
213.45; expenditures, $524,155.58. The 
year closed with a debt of $101,456.66. 
During the sixty years of the society’s history 
it has expended more than $8,000,000 for 
missionary, church edifice, and educational 
purposes. :

MUSEUM FREESATURDAYS AND SUNDAYS 


Trustees of the Field Columbian Arrange 
Prices and Hours of Opening. 

The Field Columbian Museum will be open 
to the public free Saturday and Sunday of 
each week, The admission fee on the remain- 
ing days of the week 1s to be 25 cents for 
adults and 10 cents for children under 12 
years of age, In addition to this, students in 
actual attendance upon any of the public or 
private schools or universities in the State of 
Illinois are to be admitted free at all times. 
During June, July, and August the museum 
is to be open to visitors from 9a, m. to 6 p. 
m. and during the other monthsin the year 
from 9a. m. to 4 p. m. These regulations 
were flxed at a meeting of the museum Execu- 
tive committee held at the Chicago club and 
are experimental. After a thorough test the 
free days and the hours may be changed, but 
there will be no change iu the admission fee. 

School children provided with the proper 
certificates will be admitted free of charge to 
the museum, and a movement is now on foot 
to.adopt a system of certificates to be issued 
to the pupils attending the public schools. At 
the meeting of the City Board of Education 
last night a communication was received from 
Director F. J. V. Skiff of the museum calling 
the attention of the board to the necessi- 
ty for immediate action owing to the 

roximity of the opening date, June 2. 
Directos Skiff said the Execttive committee 
of the museum has decided that some form of 
+-certificate, plain and inexpensive, should be 
issued to every child regularly attending 
school, these certificates to be presented at 
the ticket window of the museum to be ex- 
changed for the regular admission tickets, 
The Executive committee desires the approval 
and coéperation of the Board of Education in 
the matter.
